- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants and Examiners discussed Applicants' assertions that 
Barkley .failed to teach: (1)creating and storing in a filesystem of an Operating System a file that represents the 
resource; and (2) calling the Operating System to perform an operation on the file using the access identifier to gain 
access to the file. Applicants and Examiners were unable to come to an agreement regarding the aforementioned 
issues. Additionally, Examiners noted that the proposed Amendments contained negative limitations and limitations 
which were optionally recited (e.g. "if the Operating System call successfully performs"). Furthermore, with respect to 
the last limitation of claim 1 , the claim language "granting the user access to the resource only if the Operating System 
call successfully performs the operation" is conditional and raises a 101 rejection since "if is a condition term. 
Examiners further advised Applicants to further clarify the limitation, "an operation on the file using the access identifier 
to gain access to the file". 
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
